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1900-1901 


=| HE Washington School for Boys was founded in the year 1900, and opened on the 
27th of September. In those days of the remote past the activities of the School were 
somewhat confined owing to the small number in the School. The Dramatic Club, 
== however, which sprang into existence that first year, gave a highly successful play, in 
which all the boys of the School took part. After the play a small dance was given by Mr. Hooper 
in honor of the successful “artists” of the Dramatic Club. The play, which consisted of two 
separate comedies, entitled ““A Serious Situation in Burleigh’s Room,” and “A Proposal Under 
Difficulties,” was thoroughly enjoyed by the two hundred or more guests present. 

Although the athletics of the School were very limited, yet the boys of 1900 had the distinction 
of establishing many of the “time” honored customs and precedents which have been preserved 
and cherished through the succeeding “ages.” Among those boys who lent themselves to the 
progress of the School were John Upshur Moorhead, Roger W. Hooper, and Duncan C. Phillips, 
Jr., who made the hit of the play that year as Jenny, the maid. 

The second term closed on the 7th of June. The year on the whole was very satisfactory in 
its results and every one felt that the School was well started on its eventful career. 
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1901-1902 


The opening of the School the next fall saw a eer increase in ees of ex Among 
those who made their debut were Felix Cole, “Dooley”” Downing and W1 iams, who was soon to 
win fame on the foot-ball field. Nearly all the old boys were back, after having recuperated during 
the summer. There were several changes in the Faculty, Mr. Campbell became the Assistant 
House Master that year. Athletics were a decided success and the Golf Club and Tennis Club 
held some very successful contests. A fencing match was held in the winter at Dunster in the 
presence of a large number of interested spectators. The Dramatic Club failed to get up a play 
that year, resting on the laurels won the year before. In the spring everybody went in for base- 
ball, and as a consequence the team was much better than the one of the year before. 


1902-1903 


1903 was one of the most eventful years in the School history. A foot-ball league was formed 
among the preparatory schools of Washington, and Mr. John R. McLean presented it with a cup 
which would be given to the team who should win the championship for three successive years. 
The Dramatic Club was revived and a play was given, entitled “The Prince of Liars.” The hit 
of the evening was made by Mr. Van Law as the “Gutta-Percha Girl.” Probably the most 
notable event of the year was the trip given the School by Mr. John R. McLean to the Yale- 
Princeton foot-ball game. All the necessary arrangements were made on the day before the game, 
and in the cold gray dawn of the morning after the party embarked upon the special cars obtained 
for the School. The boys amused themselves on the way to Princeton by singing the School songs 
and by eating two square meals. After reaching Princeton they: took allocheaheaathe college and 
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then went to the foot-ball field. 


The game ended, the party repaired to the train and soon were 
on their way to Washington. 


On the way home there were no songs heard, but in their place a 
large variety of snores filled the cars. The party reached Washington about eleven o'clock after 


having had a great time. Among the boys who distinguished themselves this year may be men- 
tioned, R. W. Hooper, A. C. Downing, J. U. Moorhead. 


1903-1904 

The next year most of the old fellows were back with the addition of Woodward and a number 
of others. The Athletic Association had some very stormy meetings over the trouble which the 
foot-ball team was having with the rest of the league. After the School withdrew from the league 
the association resumed its usual tranquil (?) course. The Dramatic Club got together in the winter 
and, after many vicissitudes, gave the play ‘“‘Dearest Mamma,” which was very successful. “Polly” 
Cooper was especially good as “Dearest Mamma,” and received great applause. The play was 
also given at Forest Glen, where the club was given an enthusiastic reception. In the spring the 
Athletic Association got into serious financial condition, barely escaping bankruptcy. Finally the 
odious subscription list was pressed into service, greatly to the sorrow of the whole School. Mat- 
ters were, however, straightened out, although a debt of $25.00 was left as a present for the 
treasurer of the next year. After school closed a number of the boys remained for two weeks and 
did some hard (?) studying for the entrance examinations. 


1904-1905 
When school opened in the fall of 1904 many familiar faces were missing. Among the new 
boys was Newton Fox, who, although he was only at the School for that year, was greatly liked 
by everybody. Athletics were not as successful as in former years, as almost entirely new teams 
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had to be developed. A very enjoyable dance was given by a number of older boys, in the winter, 
The Dance Committee, which consisted of Woodward, Glover, and de Garmendia, had a number 
of small Washington School flags made as favors, and attractive programmes were printed especially 
for the occasion. 

After Christmas, “‘exams.”’ were held every Saturday morning at Dunster Hall, for those who 
were preparing for college, and hard indeed was the lot of the Senior Class, (so the Seniors said), 
In February, one of the best plays in the history of the School was given by the Dramatic Club, 
entitled “The Cavalier and the Damsel.” 

During the year a series of lectures on the large colleges of the country were given by promi- 
nent men from the different colleges. In the spring the Athletic Association built a batting cage 
and improved the track, and, what is more remarkable, left a surplus of $75.00 in the treasury. 
School closed on the twenty-sixth of May.

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=ACH year since the beginning of the School there has been a decided improvement and 
increase in the interest as well as in the scope in Athletics. The first year the boys were 
so few in number that the organization of any athletic teams was impossible. A golf 
club was organized, however, and a nine-hole course was laid out which was very fair 
for its size. In the spring a golf tournament was held and the honors went to James Phillips. 
The following fall there were enough boys to organize a foot-ball team, and under the coaching of 
Mr. Campbell a good team was made. It defeated Columbia School, tied with Business High 
School, and was defeated by Western High School. Stevens was captain, and his successor was 
Roger Hooper, who eventually held that position for two successive seasons. A base-ball team in 
the spring was fairly successful with its games, but no record has been kept and we know little 


about the games played, except that our old rival, The Friends School was defeated by a very 
decisive score.

In the fall of 1902 a foot-ball league was organized between The Washington School, Emerson 
Institute and Friends School. Mr. McLean offered a cup for the school which should finish first 
in the league, and Emerson Institute finally won the trophy by defeating us twice and by splitting 
even with Friends School. On October 8, an open tennis Potirnamenit was held. Mason, of Rock- 
ville Academy won the finals and the consolation prize went to Gordon, of Western High School. 


A basket-ball team was organized in the winter, but was very unsuccessful, being defeated in 
all of the six games played. : 
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Base-ball received a decided boom the following spring and, though we were beaten by Bliss 
Electrical School, the Georgetown Preps., Emerson Institute, and Western High School, we made 
a very creditable showing by winning the balance of our games. Upshur Moorhead, the captain 
of the 1903 team, was unanimously re-elected to the position and held it until his graduation in 1904. 

Foot-ball in the fall of 1904 was not very successful on account of the scarcity of team candi- 
dates, and we were forced to drop out of the league after having made a good start by beating 
Emerson Institute. 

Washington never had much to do in the line of track athletics, but J. A. Sterrett won the 
pole-vault in every scholastic meet he entered and soon became the champion of the South 
Atlantic Division. 

Base-ball in the spring of 1904 was very successful indeed. ‘T'welve games were won out of 
fourteen played, and we took our first trip outside of the District when the ball team went over to 
Baltimore and defeated the Country School in a hard-fought game. . 

But one game of foot-ball was played in 1904. Felix Cole was elected captain and proved to 
be a star man for the position. Friends School was defeated by the score of 12 to 6, after a bloody 
encounter on a field of hard gravel. 

The base-ball team was captained by Paul Woodward, a very able player, who had not, how- 
ever, avery able team behind him. Six games were played. Three were won and three were lost.

ARTICLE I 


Sec. 1. The name of this organization shall be The Washington School Athletic Association. 

Sec. 2. The purpose of this Association shall be to support, encourage, and take charge of all athletic interests 
of The Washington School. 

Sec. 3. The Association shall be divided into a Junior and a Senior Section, the former, composed of teachers 
and pupils of the Junior School, shall have charge of the athletic interests of that School; the latter, composed of teachers 
and pupils of the Senior School, shall have charge of the interests of that School, and of all teams representing the 
whole School. 


ARTICLE II 


Sec. 1. The officers of each Section of the Association shall be a president, a secretary-treasurer, and a manager 
of each branch of athletics. These officers shall perform the duties usually pertaining to their respective offices; the 
secretary-treasurer shall perform the duties of the president in his absence. 

Sec. 2. The executive committee of each Section shall consist of the faculty director of athletics, together with the 
president and secretary-treasurer of the Section. The general management of the athletics shall be in the hands of the 
executive committee, who shall also have control of the expenditures, but no expenditures exceeding $10 shall be made 
without the sanction of the Section. The executive committee shall have power to award the ‘‘W”’ or other emblem to 
such members of the foot-ball, base-ball, and track team as they may think worthy to wear it. The emblem awarded 
Junior teams shall be different from that awarded Senior teams. 

Sec. 3. No money shall be spent by the secretary-treasurer without the approval of all three members of the 
executive committee except in case of absence from School for three consecutive days, of one of the members, when the 
other two members shall have the power of approval. 

Sec. 4. The president and the secretary-treasurer of each Section shall be elected by ballot by the members of the 
Section at the annual meeting. The managers of the different branches of athletics shall be elected at a time designated 
by the executive committee. 
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ARTICLE III 


Sec. 1. The dues of each member of the Senior Section shall be $10 per year, and each member of the Junior 
Section $5 per year. The dues shall be charged on the first school bill. Of the dues received by the Junior Section, one- 
fourth shall be paid to the Senior Section. If a student enters School after the Thanksgiving vacation his dues shall be 
proportionately reduced. The executive committee, if it thinks best, may reduce or altogether remit the dues of any member. 


ARTICLE IV 


Sec. 1. The annual meeting of each Section shall be held on the third Wednesday in May; special meetings may 
_ be called at any time by the executive committee, and a meeting must be called on the written request of five members. 


ARTICLE V 


Sec. 1. During the first week of May there shall be appointed for each Section an auditing committee consisting 
of one teacher designated by the Head-Master, and two students designated by the president of the Section. This com- 
mittee shall make the usual examination of the accounts of the secretary-treasurer and shall report at the annual meeting. 


ARTICLE VI 


Sec. 1. This Constitution may be amended at any meeting by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, notice 
of such amendment having been posted on the School bulletin board at least one week previous to the meeting.

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Washington School vs. Marston’s University School 


A dismal outlook it was, indeed, for us on October 25th, when we went over to Baltimore to 
play against the University School. A heavy rain had fallen which had soaked into the clay field 
and left it like mush. Besides our opponents outweighed us and seemed to feel confident of 
victory. Our opponents won the toss and we opened the game with a poor, dribbling kick-off 
by Bard. They fumbled the ball, though, on their first play and now came our turn to see what 
we could do. In six good, hard bucks and by first-class team-work we scored our first touch-down. 
Macartney carried the ball. No goal was kicked on account of the wetness of the ball. 

Here we kicked off to University School again, but the man who carried the ball was downed 
in his tracks. They made about eight yards before we held and forced them to kick. Glover 
blocked the kick and Bliss fell on the ball. Again we plowed our way through their line, and 
Hornor was soon pushed over for the second touch-down. The half ended with the ball in the 
middle of the field in Marston's possession. The rain had been coming down very steadily 
throughout the game and the field was a worse mess than ever. 

In the beginning of the second half our opponents received the kick-off, and after two or 
three ineffectual mass plays pulled off a trick which sent the runner outside our left end and 
cleared him of all our tacklers. They were sure of a touch-down now, but after a long chase their 
man was overhauled by Bard and stopped on the fifteen yard line. Here they fumbled again, 
and we regained the ball which was sent far back into our territory on a forty-five yard punt by 
Britton. Another fumble got us the ball, and in two minutes Allen went over the line for a third 
touch-down. The game ended soon after with the ball in our possession, twenty yards from 
Marston’s goal line. 


Washington vs. Baltimore Country School 


The team was in poor condition when we played the Country School on October 28th, and 
put up a rather listless game. All the snap had been taken out of us three days before when we 
beat Marston’s School in Baltimore. Woodward went in at left tackle and did well considering 
the fact that it was his first game. Britton was forced to drop out on account of a sprained wrist 
and this weakened things badly. 


Washington won the kick-off but lost the ball on downs, and Country School finding a weak 
spot in the right side of our line went through there for a few yards on each play. Their first 
touch-down came in five minutes but no goal followed. Washington received the kick-off, but 
after changing hands a few times the ball was in our possession on our one yard line. Instead of 
punting we tried a mass play and failed. Country School threw us back and a safety was made. 
Score 7 to o in their favor. 


In the second half we took a decided brace, and after 
rushing our opponent’s line for a few good gains, Pilson 
was given the ball. He broke through their left tackle 
and scored our only touch-down after a twenty-five yard 
run. 

Here Country School again got the ball downs after 
the kick-off, and with steady gains worked their way 
down the field for their second touch-down. The game 
ended soon after with the ball in the middle of the 
field. 
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Washington vs. Yeates 


It was a long and weary trip for a sadly battered team to take on November 4th to Lancaster, 
in Pennsylvania. Yeates is a great place and we were treated fine, but O! that awful score they 
made against us. Yeates received the kick-off, and in two minutes by fast work in end-running, 
they scored their first touch-down. Washington received the next kick-off, but we were unable 
to make any gains and lost on downs. Then they went through us, around our ends and over 
the line till another touch-down was made. So the game went on until we finished the first half 
with the ball in our possession. Score, Yeates 25; Washington o. 

In the second half we were able to gain a few yards, but our prospects of scoring were sadly 
dulled. Allen had made twenty yards on a trick play, we had gone through their left guard and 
tackle for some good gains, and we were hopeful of a touch-down but a fumble lost us the ball, and 


our opponents soon scored again. Here the game was called in order to give us time to catch the 
train. The final score stood, Yeates 29 ; Washington o. 


Washington vs. Marston’s University School 


A cup had been put up between the two schools 
which was to be held by the team winning two out of 
the three games, and having won the first game we made 
up our minds that we should win the second one or die in 
the effort. As usual Bard lost the toss and we were forced 
to kick to Marston's. Woodward booted the ball far into 
their territory on the kick-off, and they ran it back ten 
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yards before we could stop them. Washington got the ball ona fumble on the second down and then 
our offense showed what it was good for by taking the ball up the field in long gains and by push- 
ing Bard over for the first touch-down. Woodward kicked a neat goal and the score stood 6 to o. 
Again receiving the ball on the kick-off Marston was forced to kick. Bard broke through and 
blocked the ball as it left the full-back’s foot, then with long gains by Woodward and Macartney the 
ball was taken over the line by Allen for a second touch-down. Woodward again kicked goal. 

Marston’s received the next kick-off, were held for downs and forced to punt. Allen and 
Woodward each took the ball twenty yards, then we were held, and as soon as the ball returned 
to their hands, they punted, but the half ended here. 

Allen received the kick-off at the beginning of the second half and made a good, long run of 
forty yards. The Baltimoreans braced themselves well in the next few plays and held us on their 
one yard line. One of their own men caught their punt-out so we got the ball once more, and 
Allen carried it over the line for another touch-down which was not allowed on account of offside 
* play. Here Marston’s attack became furious and they slowly pushed us back till we held on our 
own thirty-five yard line and here we kept it till time was called a few moments later. 


The Friends School Game 


On November 17th Washington School played its last game of the season of 1905, against 
Friends School. The team was in good condition and entered the game full of snap and confi- 
dence. Friends received the ball on the opening kick-off but soon lost it by fumble on their 
twenty yard line. Inside of ninety seconds, Washington had scored a touch-down. During the 
remainder of the half, by consistent gains through guard and tackle and fast end-running, 
Washington scored two more touch-downs on her opponents. Two or three minutes before the 
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whistle ended the first half, Macartney circled Friends right end and planted the oval between 
the goal posts, but the referee claimed an offside play and no score was allowed. 

The play in the second half was noticeably slower. Washington’s backs showed the effects 
of their fast start. On the other hand the Friends players took a decided brace, and the Quaker 
rooters called loudly for a touch-down. Nothing, however, was accomplished in this direction 
beyond a total gain of eighteen yards by plunges outside of tackle and by short end runs. Wash- 


ington scored only once in this half. The splendid showing of the team in this game came as 


a surprise to the Friends School team and its supporters. 


It was learned from reliable sources 
that they had looked forward to closing their season with a victory over their old rivals. 
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On January 25th the election of the-captain of ’06 foot-ball team was held. Only those 
members of the ’os foot-ball team who were entitled to wear the “W” voted. Those thus 
entitled to vote were twelve in number and constituted the members of the ’os foot-ball team. 
Four of this number were ineligible for the captaincy of the team, viz., Francis Allen, Thomas 
Bard, Carroll Glover, Paul Woodward, who enter college in the fall of 1906. The voting was 
done by secret ballot and but one ballot was necessary for election. Of the twelve ballots cast, 
Arthur Lorraine Bliss, quarter-back of the ’o5 team, received seven; James Macartney, left half- 
back, received three; Allen and Glover each received one vote, through a misunderstanding, as 
both were ineligible for the captaincy since they expected to enter college next fall. After the 
election the newly elected captain was forced to make a short speech, which was heartily 
applauded. It was the opinion of everyone that the choice was a most good one, and the 
result of the election most satisfactory.

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This year, with Captain Bryan as trainer and athletic instructor, we were able to organize in 
Track Athletics and did very well, especially in the relay races. 

The first meet we entered in was the Johns Hopkins University Indoor Meet on February 3rd. 
Here we were matched with the Georgetown Preps. and St. Paul’s School of Baltimore in a half 
mile relay and won the race handily. 

In Richmond, on the roth of February, we defeated the Richmond High School by twenty 
yards in the relay race, and Bard took second place in the interscholastic fifty yard dash. 

Next came the Annual Indoor Meet of the Washington High Schools, but with the exception 
of Flowerree, who won the 600 yard novice race after winning the first heat from a large field, we 
were unable to score. Flowerree’s running in this 600 yard run was a surprise to many, but it 
proves that he is a coming man on the cinder track. 

On March roth came the Georgetown University Annual Meet and here we defeated by ten 
yards the relay teams representing Friends School and the Y. M. C. A. Whitside, the first man 
out, opened up a good lead and this was held to the finish.

Dear Mother :—Last year at this time it was inauguration. This year our Dameratic Club gave a PLAY. I didn’t 
understand it, but it was bully. The name was, ‘‘ Vengeance is Mine.”’ Pilson chose it out of the Bible. It hadn't 
anything to do with the coal strike though you might think so. 

I don’t know why they called it a play. It wasn’t any play for Mr. Van Law or Pilson. Mr. Van Law is that 
teacher with the smooth face and manners who must have been a boy once. Well, Mr. Van Law, he was author, prompter, 
stage director, manager, costumer, while Pilson—he came to school all that day and stayed there. 

I don’t understand all those names that I said Mr. Van Law was, but that’s what the boys told me. I don’t see 
either why they call him the author. He didn’t write it, Miss Montague did, on the typewriter. I saw her do it. 

Well, every day for two weeks, up in the lunch room where they had it, the boys who were in the play and the 
Newberries and Warner did something to that play, they re something, I can’t remember, its what they have at a 
funeral. The one you don’t want to ride in. 

Well, the night before the real play, they tried it over, all dressed. I was there, and so were the rest of the boarding 
boys. Some of the teachers were there two. There wasn’t much that night but waits. I lay down on two chairs and got 
to sleep. The real night it was as different as could be. Mr. Van Law had fixed up that lunch room so I never would 
have known it but for that stain on the wall where Beatty threw the butter-ball at me. There were pictures and carpets on 
the stage and some chairs and lots of things, and a great red curtain in front of everything. They had a harp and a violin 
and a piano to play. There were lots and lots of people there, most of ’em girls from these Young Ladies Finished 
Seminaries. I saw one real pretty one. 

First the music played, then everybody clapped their hands and talked, then they clapped some more, and played 
and the boys whistled and everybody waited and finally the curtain went up and there was Ralph Binns and Joseph McCain 
sitting there all dressed up as girls. They talked to each other way across the stage kind of low, looking at their feet. | 
thought they were scared, but they weren’t. They said so next day. They looked real sweet, both of them, specially 
Ralph. The seminary girls giggled and whispered and wanted to kiss him. I heard them say so. They wanted to hug 
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Carroll Glover when he came on too. He wore as many as five different bran new suits and white shoes, and they said he 
was aweful handsome. He wouldn’t have let ’em though, Carroll wouldn’t. Well, after Ralph and Joe had talked awhile, 
Arthur Bliss came on. He looked at the girls a minute and then seemed aweful interested in the pictures on the wall, 
specially one with a lot of figures winding in and out and said something about ‘‘ Burn-Jones.’’ He didn’t mean Mr, 
Jones, my teacher. He doesn’t have him. 

Well Arthur Bliss didn’t seem to like the way things were going. He kept saying something to Carroll about his 
Not treating some girl the way he should, and the girls not liking him—I mean Carroll, and wanting to get Arthur instead, 
and then they got all mixed up and Joe—he was a girl you know—got mixed worse and cried and finally Macartney came 
in dressed up as Stephanie. Well you never heard the way that audience clapped and hollered. They thought he was 
fine, and the girls said he was ‘‘ Grace itself.”” Then Tom Bard let the curtain down. When it went up again Victor 
Splitsides was sitting there. He looked solemn as that man who carried the world around on his shoulders that Miss 
Benedict read us about. Victor was talking to Arthur who was still all discouraged about the girl, meaning Stephanie, 
who was James Macartney. Arthur said she was just a stunning girl and it was an aweful shame to waist her on Carroll 
when he was around. I couldn’t see why Arthur was so discouraged. Maybe Mr. Van Law knew, being the author. 
I could see all the time that Stephanie wanted Arthur. It was Patricia—who was Ralph—that Carroll was after. They 
had met before somewhere, but then they separated. After awhile they made up, and then Carroll he held Ralph’s hand 
and kissed him. Gee whiz! But everybody else seemed to like to see them doit. They just clapped and clapped. They 
clapped too and yelled when Pilson came in dressed as a servant girl. He looked pretty too. Seems to me when those 
boys can make up to look pretty, every girl who is really a girl ought to arrange to be real handsome. 

Then the curtain went down for good, and there was a great clapping After awhile it went up again and they 
were all standing their in line holding hands. Carroll was smirking at Ralph, and Arthur this time seemed real contented 
with his arm round Macartney’s waste and Mac’s head on his shoulder, Then again the curtain went down, and I thought 
this was all, but it wasn’t, for the people kept on clapping and looking and acting as though they wanted something. I 
couldn’t think what it was they wanted, but Mr. Van Law he knew, for when the curtain went up again there was Mr. 
Van Law standing there all alone, smiling and bowing and showing his white teeth. Then they were satisfied. 

After the play the rest danced, and I and Camel Keyser drank up the lemonade. When we had finished, everybody 
went home.

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The Boxing Class 


The boxing class, under the direction of Mr. George Carter, started just after the Thanksgiving 
vacation. Those composing the class were, Glover, Bliss, Fitzsimons, McCain, Phelps and 
Barnes Newberry and several of the boys from the Junior School. Fitzsimons, Glover and 
Bliss were, perhaps, the most able pupils. Instructions were given twice a week, on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays, and the course of twenty lessons was completed by the latter part of February. 
Glover and Bliss had become so interested in the work that they decided to continue under Mr. 
Carter’s instructions for the remainder of the year. 


Gymnasium Class 


The regular class in gymnasium work started after the Christmas vacation, under the supervision 
of Captain Bryan, Every member of the School was enrolled in either the Senior or Junior School 
classes.

A dinner of sixteen covers, followed by a dance, was tendered the Dramatic Club by the 
Head-master on March 31st, about a week after their last performance. The young ladies, eight 
in number, were all pupils of National Park Seminary of Forest Glen, Md., at which place the 
play was last presented. Both dinner and dance proved a great success, though the latter was 
unfortunately cut rather short to enable the girls to catch atrain. Before leaving, each of the young 
ladies was presented with a silver pin, containing the seal and motto of The Washington School.

On 
their return, the party was greatly delayed by missing several railroad connections and did not 
reach Washington until twelve o'clock that night. The last game of the season was played with

places of historical interest about Richmond. Members of the track team were entered in a 


number of the different events and relay races of the two big meets which were held in Washington 


in the latter part of February. 


The rehearsals for the annual play given by the Dramatic Club started in February and were 
continued without interruption up to the time of the performances. A dress rehearsal was given 
the night before the first production of the play, which took place the next evening before a large 
audience and was a great success. The morning after the play the members of the Dramatic Club 
had their pictures taken, and that 
evening a second performance was 
given at National Park Seminary, in 
The Odeon, where the play received 
great applause. 

Owing to the bad weather the 
base-ball squad was unable to get any 
satisfactory practice until the latter part 
of March. The first game of the sea- 
son was with Friends Select School on 
April 4th. In the last week in March 
the pictures for the Annual were 


taken, and the Annual itself went to 


press about the 8th of April. 

The Saturday before School closed for the Easter vacation, a dinner-dance was given in honor 
of the Dramatic Club. The guests of the evening were a party from National Park Seminary.
